No sooner is one grand ichemo 
accomplished, llian a new one ii brought on 
tho lapis, — and oil tending to Increase tho' 
burdens of tlie people. The lau wholesale 
nltcmpl ol public plundering propounded, ia 
tho tJovcmrnent plonof settling the Seignor- 
lal Tenure question. Uy this sclicino it is 
proposed to grant a perpetual annuity, out of 
the Provineisl clicil of ^13,000. What for 1 
Why, simply to buy farms for Loner Canada 
Jarroers ; ond this, too, he it borne in rnirni by 
(lie people of Upper Canada,— for it is now 
on admitted fact, that this section of the Pro- 
vince contributes abou.t Iwo-thirjls to tho gen- 
eral revenue, Our ycomanrj have to pay for 
their farms in solid dollars, ond then the Gov. 
crnmentatcpinand say they must liclp to pay 
for the farms of their Cower Canadian neigh- 
bor*. This la another description of fruit as 
the result of the union between I)ibsq livo Pro* 
vincci, ond of ignoring the Ooubto Majority 
principle after being united. Wo never were 
(n favor* of the Union of Upper and Lower 
Canada ; and einec Its formation but very Ut- 
ile good \i\i h$th the result of that "connec- 
tion, except during tho existence of the Hald- 
wjn-Lafon!oino Administration. Prom thai 
time forward, scheming, plundering and tvti- 
aggrandisement appear* lo have br.cn the or- 
der of tho day. Public offices ore bought ond 
sold like scrip in tho market— public men arc 
converted from one aide of politics to another 
in a few hours— the Influence; of journalists are 
eecurcd from money considerations—faxes have 
"increased— the exchequer emptied— and now 
new schemes arc proposed that will result In 
bankruptcy if not repudiation. These arc 
some of. the Iruits of the Union, and there Is 
no telling where it will end : at least, lor the 
present, we cannot hope for a change in the 
right direction. True, Iho leader of the Op- 
position and many of his friends are sanguine 
in the belief (hat Representation by Popula- 
tion will prove an antidote for these evils • but 
we must confess our faith in the remedy is not 
very strong.
